Government Funding 


If putting on large functions or projects, contact the government to 
see if you qualify for matching funds. It is a little work to get the 
paper work filled out but it is rewarding to earn extra money to help 
cover some of the expenses. 


Small Raffles or Fund Raisers 


Use the community to help sell our cash raffle tickets. Get every 
member of your Lodge to take tickets. The members then can ask 
their friends or family members to help sell tickets to their friends 
and family. This is a good network to get the message out. Use 
Facebook or the community billboards to promote your raffle or the 
Provincial raffle. Word of mouth is a great way to sell these tickets. 
If you can get into a senior lodge, find someone that works at one 
perhaps to take tickets to sell to the seniors. Talk to local businesses 
to see if they would sell tickets at the counter for you. This will help 
get tickets out and more people to know about the raffle.
